Six people from Michigan made up the 
CC^'fl Task Force that traveled to the 
Coachella Valley tD understand the full 
implications of the Teamster-United Farm 
Worker dispute. The members of the Task 
Force were the following: Rev. Peter 
Dougherty, Catholic Campus Ministry, 
Eastern Michigan University; Pamela 
Lerr.erend, student, LJayne State Univer- 
sity; Sr. Joan Tirak, Catholic Campus 
Ministry, Eastern Michigan University; 
Stephanie Dabrowski, student, Wayne 
State University; Marie Parker, student, 
Eastern Michigan University; Rev. Rey- 
nard hinkel, CBtholic Campus Ministry, 
Wayne State University. 

Dn April 15, 1973, the Teamsters 
Union announced that it signed con- 
tracts with a majority of the table 
grape qrswers in the Coachella valley 
(Call Tornia) . These grouers produce 
65% of the valley's table grapes. For the 
past three years these grouers had been 
under contract with Cesar Chavez' United 
Farm yorkers' Union. One of the first 
goals of our Task Force uas to find out 
why the UFW uas dumped Bnd uhy the Team- 
ster were able tD move in and take over 
bs the field workers' representative. 

Beginning of the 5tory 

Lest December at a convention of the 
American Farm Bureau, Teamster Pres. 
frank Fitzsimmons proposed an alliance 
between organized labor and agribusiness 
to fight Chavez and "his revolutionaries" 
(NEWSWEEK, May 21, 1973). Incidentally, 
the Chavez-led UFW is 3D, ODD members 
Strong. 

Uljthin months thE Teamsters turned 
their attention tD the table grape grow- 
ers Df California. Since this is a $2D0 
miilicn dollar a year industry, one can 
understand why the Teamsters would head 
i " Thin CJrpctiDn. 



For an overview as to where the tabli 
grape vineyards are in California, this 
three part division seems helpful:

The UFW has called strikes in the Coa- 
chella valley end the Arvin-Lamont area 
since most of the growers in these place 
have signed with thB Teamsters. Right nc 
almost 4Q% of the table grape industry 
has signed up with the Teamsters; con- 
tracts in the Delano area dc not expire 
until the end of July, 1973. 

At first the Teamsters concentrated □ 
southern California's Coachella Valley. 
With the UFW contract due to expire on 
April 14 , 1973, Teamster organizers went 
into the fields and by March 1, 1973, 
they proclaimed to the growers that they 
had more than 4,100 signatures of field 
workers who claimed they wanted to be 
represented by the Teamsters. They were 
saying, in effect, that they "decerti- 
fied" the UFW union and established then-. 
selves (Teamsters) as the farm workers' 
representative in the table grape indus- 
try. 

Some Problems with the Teamster Claims 

Because of the above there Bre some 
serious problems with thE latest Team- 
ster move against the UFW. 

A. There are serious questions stout the 
legitimacy and authenticity of the sig- 
natures gathered by the Teamsters. WEU5- 
WEEK's Peter Greenbery (May 21, 1973) 
discovered upon examining the signatures 
that many were remarkably similar. The

This is the kind of evidence the UFW Iibs 
in its legal case against the Teamsters. 

A farmworker: '"First ^Ff, I do not 
wish- to be represented v the Teamsters 
and secondly, I never signed that peti- 
tion, tfy name is there, but it is not 
my signature. I would never sign a 
petition likE that. I am angered that 
SDmeDne else would put my name on a pe- 
tition like that, 1 am and always have 
been a ]Dyal "Chevista" and do not want 
the Teamsters at all." -- a worker 
from H B M Tennecc. 

The UFW Dill bring a legal cbbb 
against the Teamsters, claiming that 
they forged many farm worker names to 
their so-called list of 4,100! Second, 
the UFW will show that the Teamsters 
used force to get people -to sign a pe- 
tition saying they wanted to be repre- 
sented by the Teamsters Union. 

It should bE pointed out here that the 
growers are not completely free from 
blame, fill the growers in the Coachella 
Valley, except Steinberg and Larson, 
signed with the Teamsters. Whether the 
growers who signed with the Teamsters 
CDDperated in the above mentioned im- 
proper activity, we probably will never 
know. In the end we will see that all 
parties — growers, Teamsters and UFW-- 
made mistakes. 

As far as the UFU is concerned, no 
matter what the courts do, (justice grinds 
exceedingly slowly at times) the future 
of their union is at stake. They cannot 
wait for court decisions. Right now the 
Teamsters have E5% Df the Coachella Val- 
ley table grape contracts. As tough 
Ralph Cotner of the Teamsters puts it: 
"We've got no reasons to leave. We got 
the workers. . .and we're gonna keep 'em." 
So, the UFW has called an ali out strike- 
bDycott of Coachella Valley Teamster 
grapes. We will report later on about 
the present status of the strike and hDw 
effective it has been.

C. Some conclusions. From the forego- 
ing the following conclusions seem war- 
ranted: 

1) The UFW is the choice of the field 
workers. 

2) The Teamsters through various means 
tried tD make the public think that they 
are the choice of the field workers. 

3) The Teamsters are the choice of the 
growers. Some theories as to why the 
Teamsters want to organize field workers 
and why the growers prefer the Teamsters 
will be dealt with later. 

*•) Bluntly, the growers want one union 
(Teamsters) end the field workers want 
another (u'FW). The growers signed with 
the Teamsters without respect to the 
wisher of the workers. This is o.k. if 
we subscribe to the philosophy that the 
the employer determines what union will 
represent the workers.

The Present, Si tuation of the Strike in 
the Coachella Valley 

Because of the circumstances surround- 
ing the grower-Teamster pact, the UFLI has 
called a strike-boycott Df all Coachella 
Valley grapes picked by the Teamsters. 
There are about 1,000 UFW strikers, as 
was reported by the local press uhen our 
task force visited the valley. Floyd 
Marlowe, a State of California official, 
confirmed this figure and said there arc 
3,900 farm workers in the grapes; 2D0 of 
these are working under UFW cortrscts. 
That means that approximately 3,LZI? farm- 
workers belong to the Teamster unrk fcrcc. 
a figure that is disputed by UF„ zffiniEl;

lent); thus the labor contractor vs. the 

hiring hall was the major bone of conten- 
tion between the growers and the UFU). 

h'flu does the Isbor contractor operate 
in theory? Suppose b grower needs 200 
field workers. Most likely ne will have 
U lsuur contractors whose job it will be 
to qEt 50 workers to do the work in the 
fields. In this system many abuses can 
develop and have developed over the years. 

In the pact labor contractors would be 
paid a lump sum by the grower; the labor 
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□ut of his pocket. Hence he could main- 
tain the "power of the purse." He could 
ask for s payoff for giving someone a job 
_.es weII as a percentage of the farm work- 
er's wages. If a woman is asking for a 
job, she may have to do the labor contrac- 
tor a "favor" or two. Labor contractors 
- have been know to hire only young men (20 
"to tsQ years ofaqg) whom thev could force 
tc work fast and thus got the most out of 
the wages they pay. Thus women and older 
men would be* discriminated against. Cer- 
tainly there would always be the problem 
of the labor contractor hiring only his 
favorites. 

To make sure that thEse abuses would 
cease the UFuJ has demanded in its con- 
tracts that there be e hiring hall; the 
.; /workers receive jobs through a seniority 
^j system. P person's seniority in the UFUJ 
■is determined according to how long one 
has been a member Df the union.

— '- ogy." Hence it is relatively easy for 
the growers and Teamsters to break the 
strike with people from Mexico.

.....tors seem to indicate that the strike is 
'_ taking its toll on the growers. 

First, the UF-i organizers claim that 
increasingly they hear that the people 
in the fields are ready to come out and 
join the strike. There have been a lot 
of complaints about hDw they have been 
treated by the Teamsters. Second, the 
growers are not getting a good price for 
their grapes and hence may just oe break- 
ing even; that indeed is not their goal!

Recent Violence in Coachella 

Cesar Chavez has long told his fol- 
lowers that they will win, but only if 
they stick to their principles of non- 
violence* In recent days this philoso- 
phy of the UFUJ has really been put to the 
test. During Dur last week in Coachells 
there were numerous minor scuffles and 
fights. Both sides were guilty of "dis- 
turbing the peace" to some degree. But 
on the whole Lt. Jack Reid, spokesman 
for the Riverside County Sheriff's of- 
fice, said that the recent incidents had 
been generated by "unprovoked attacks" 
by Teamster security guards (W.Y. Times, 
June 27, 1973). Ue can attest to this 
last statement. The Teamster "goons" 
as the UFU strikers call them, were ar- 
rested for beating up a priest in a lo- 
cal cafe; fighting with local people at 
a neighborhood ice cream stand; kidnap 
and attempted murder; stoning ths car 
Cesar Chavez was riding in. Surely, 
they have added to this list since we 
left Coachella, fortunately, with no 
bruises.

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Conclusion 

As we left the CoachellB V/alley we 
could not help but recall the words of 
an article about Einar Mohn, director of 
the Western Conference of Teamsters. 
Jane Kiely, cf Graduate Theologoical Un- 
ion (Berkeley) interviewed him for her 
dissertation on farm labor. Mohn said 
ferm workers will not be able to take 
part in meetings for about two years (L.A. 
Times, April 2S). In two years he expects 
more whites in the fields and this, he 
says, will make organizing farmworkers 
more feasible. Because of the present 
membership of the union he said it is dif- 
ficult to have an effective union. 

In conclusion, we can only say that the 
Teamsters have no business calling them- 
selves a union of farmworkers. They could 
not possibly come to understand the needs 
of farmworkers, nor Od they plBn on repre- 
senting them fairly when it comes to a 
showdown with the growers. Grapes produced 
under their contracts should make the ord- 
inary person of conscience sick, when he 
knows the full extent of the oppresion un- 
der which these grapes are harvested.
